UNO has become a thriving 
“metropolitan university of 
distinction,” said Chancellor 
Nancy Belck in’ her annual 
convocation address last week. 

Through man 


accomplishments and with future 
strategic merit | in mind, Belck 
showed a clear plan for the future 
of UNO. 

“In the future, we'll continue 
to expand and refine our vision; 
but this moming, we celebrate the 
journey,” Belck said. 

UNO's enrollment was up 
1.5 percent, with an 8 percent 
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increase in freshman enrollment 
alone, Belck said. It is the only 
university in the Nebraska 
system that has shown consistent 
increases for the past five years. 
“We recruit students in a 
highly competitive market—and 
institutions throughout the state 
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and nation, including the NU 
system, see Omaha as a strong 
target market,” Belck said. 

As she spoke, images and 
video clips played on a large 
screen behind her. Mayor Mike 
Fahey’s voice came over the 
speakers, giving praise to UNO 
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for its accomplishments. 

“This transformation—from 
Omaha’s_ solid metropolitan 
university, to one of national 
distinction—has_ not gone 
unnoticed,” Belck said of the 
mayor's remarks. 

Belck identified five factors,

Web cameras link PKI students to library

A new service uses Web cameras to 
connect South Campus students to the 
reference desk at the University Library. 

“Students now have direct video 
and voice access to reference librarians at 
the university from the Career Resource 
Center,” said Doug Bahle, director of the 
center, which is located in room 391 of 
the Peter Kiewit Institute. 

“All students have to do is log in, 
follow easy directions and pose the 
question one would pose if he or she 
was standing at the Reference Desk. 
This is a time saver for our students and 
provides a service on South Campus not 
previously available.” 

Nora Hillyer is a reference librarian 
and the liaison for information science, 
technology and _ engineering—the 


subjects taught on South Campus—for 
the University Library. 

“We just wanted to offer library 
services for students on South Campus,” 
Hillyer said. “We started investigating, 
found software and purchased off-the- 
shelf web cameras.” 

Students are able to sit down at a 
terminal in the Career Resource Center, 
connect to a reference librarian and 
receive assistance. The student and 
librarian can share video and audio 
feeds, documents and even what their 
desktops look like. 

“With the system, wecanshow them 
our desktop and walk them through the 
library Web site,” Hillyer said. 

The University Library initiated the 
project, which was funded by technical 
fees collected for the library. 

The system is currently only being’ 
utilized about once a week, Bahle said. 


Hillyer said this is because students do 
not yet know about the service and it’s _ 
not in a convenient location. | 

The library is considering expanding 
this service or offering other services to | 
increase its assistance to South Campus 
students. 

In addition to the reference library 
link, the library also currently offers | 
delivery of materials to and from South | 
Campus. 

“Any item that can be checked 
out from the University Library can be 
checked out using our video system and 
delivered to the Career Resource Center 
the next day,” Bahle said. “Students can 
return the item to the CRC when finished 
and the library will pick it up.” 

UNOsenior Bryan Hunter said, “It’s 
a great convenience for them. They don’t 
want to deal with the heavy traffic. It 
allows access to the same information.”

Students feel impact of increasing gas prices

Rising gas prices could put a strain 
on the already stretched budgets of 
students, and a UNO professor thinks 
the expensive gas trend will continue. 

“T definitely have started to make 
less trips,” said Laura Wapelhorst, a 
sophomore at UNO. “I try to plan 
everything out so I can hit lots of stores 
at one time. I’ve walked a lot more.” 

In 2004, the average price of regular 
unleaded gas in the United States 
was $1.85 per gallon. But things have 


“There’s an underlying trend that 
I think is largely demand driven. The 
driving trend in crude-oil prices, and 
consequently gas prices, has increased 
world demand,” said Chris Decker, 
UNO associate professor of economics. 

The price of regular unleaded gas 
has risen to $2.34 per gallon, and it doesn’t 
appear to be going down anytime soon. 
Some may wonder why gas prices have 
taken this ugly turn. 

Decker said heightened demand 
from industrializing countries like 
China and rising demand from Western 
countries like the United States are 
definite factors. 

The U.S. Department of Energy 
Web site states, “The United States of 
America is the world’s largest energy 
producer, consumer and net importer. 
The People’s Republic of China...is the 

However, Decker said there is more 


to high oil prices. 
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“What I find troubling are the other 
components, which are kind ‘spikes’ 
that we've seen over the couple years, 
and those seem to be getting more 
pronounced.” 

Decker said these spikes are driven 
by temporary factors like Hurricane 
Katrina. Decker said Katrina disrupted 
crude oil flows from the Gulf of Mexico 
and refining capacity. He said these 
spikes don’t have to do with underlying 
trends, like demand, and cause only 
temporary rises. He said that’s why there 
was a brief spike right after Katrina hit. 

ProblemswithIran, theOrganization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries and 
strikes in Venezuela have caused spike 
problems in the past. 

“Another thing that’s kind of 
happened here that’s underlined a lot 
of this is that we're operating in a world 
where the inventory of both crude oil 
and the refined products, like ee8 
are ight now,” Decker said. 

he er deals with these tight 
inventories by raising prices, hence the 
price fluctuations, he said. And the US. 
hasn’t built a new refinery in 30 years. 


As far as how 
gas prices will affect 
the economy, Decker 
said, “If in fact it’s 
jobs that we count as 
success, through the 
number ofindividuals 
employed, the impact 
of increasesin gasoline 
prices aren't going to 


change if the prices 
should ever reach $4 or $5 per gallon. 
Winter might bring on new problems 
due to heating costs. Both Decker and 
the U.S. Department of Energy expressed 
concerns about this. 

Decker said development of energy 
that isn’t fossil fuel based and additional 
refining capacity are two _ possible 
solutions to our problems with oil and 
oil prices. 

“Right now, we as consumers ought 
to adjust our budgets,” he said. 

And _ adjusting their budgets 
is exactly what many UNO students 
appear to be doing. In fact, many UNO 
students have made various lifestyle and 
transportation changes due to higher gas 
prices. 

“I don’t drive my car recreationally. 
It’s just to school and back,” said Tanya 
Woodin, a junior in Psychology. 

Woodin joked that filling up*her 
tank is more emotional now. She said, “T 
panic when the needle is on E [empty].” 

Markell Brewer, a_ freshman 
studying physical therapy, said he stays 
home now more during the day and

Faith Ringgol

Combining canvas and paint, pattern 
and fabric, all into a culture-conscience 
work of art. That’s what artist and author 
Faith Ringgold does best. A native New 
Yorker, her art is inspired by the hardships 
and triumphs of African-Americans. With 
work found in top museums around the 
country, you won't need to buy an airplane 
ticket to see it. Just take a walk over to the 
UNO’s Art Gallery to see this free exhibit, 
“Art: Keep the Faith (Ringgold)!” from Oct. 
2 to Nov. 20. 

Ringgold, 75, is a contemporary artist 
who uses a variety of mediums to express 
her message of empowerment and making 
a difference. The exhibit highlights her 
painted story-quilts, tankas, paintings and 
original illustrations from her children’s 
book, Aunt Harriet’s Underground Railroad 
in the Sky. 

One of the first pieces that caught my 
eye was the story-quilt, “Tar Beach #2.” 
The scene depicted on the huge quilt was 
based off of the cover of her Caldecott 
award-winning children’s book, Tar Beach. 

The moment my eyes hit the quilt, they 
were immediately excited by the contrast of 
warm and cool colors and the variety of the 
mismatched fabrics bordering the scene. 
The silkscreen print had so much energy, 
with the six layers of fabric border fought 
just to keep it on the face of the quilt. 

~The picture on the quilt depicts a 
New York rooftop with children lying on 
a tar roof and friends and parents playing 
cards off to the side. A picnic table with 
Grandma’s tablecloth and food stand 
next to the clothes line, almost becoming 
engulfed by the brightly colored New York 
skyline, full of cherry reds, mustard yellows 
and mossy greens and purples. 

In the midst of the skyline is the 
Washington Bridge, with lights acting 
as bright stars in the background of a 
dark blue night, fading into twilight. The 
darkness of the sky acts as a perfect contrast 
to the white stars and white writing that 
tells the story of “Tar Beach,” in ten short 
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Faith Ringgold’s exhibit, 
Gallery until Nov, 20.

The characters in the story, Cassie and 
her little brother, and her parents and their 
friends, are shown on the quilt in vintage 
attire. The family and all the buildings are 
drawn flat, with minimal expressions. The

The six different fabrics that border 
the print are mostly floral for the thick 
strips of fabric and striped for the smaller 
strips of fabric. Some of the floral patterns 
and colors remind you of the 80s, with 
bold print and pink, teal and blue flowers. 
Other floral patterns recess into the navy 
blue fabric with dark maroon, plum and 
forest green flowers. The smaller strips 
of fabric, or piping, give the quilt a three- 
dimensional quality because they rise 
above the print and large borders like little 
ripples on a pond. , 

Ringgold’s style in art is fun, symbolic 
and open for interpretation, depending on 
who views it. Her feelings and ideas are 
conveyed in unconventional means and 
her art is a decadent visual for the eyes and 
a penetrating message to the soul. 

The gallery is closed Mondays, but 
open noon to 4 p.m. Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Friday; noon to 8 p.m. on Thursday 
and Sunday 2 to 5 p.m.

When you ask people if they’ve heard 
the latest single by Thrice, most of them will 
ask you the same question: “Who?” 

If you have never heard of the band 
before, don’t feel bad, not a lot of people have. 
Thrice has never had a hit single, it’s only had 
one release on a major label before, and the 
band has been struggling to find their niche. 
With their latest release, Vheissu, however, it 
hopes to put an end to all of those problems. 

Vheissu was the project of the band’s 
singer, Dustin Kensrue, who based the album 
on the novel V by Thomas Pynchon, which 
tells of a navy sailor named Benny Profane 
and an artist named Stencil as the pair look 
for a mysterious woman named simply “V.” 
The work intrigued Kensrue, and was used 
as a basis for the release after making the rest 
of the band read it from cover to cover. While 
making the release though, the question 
that still plagued the band was whether or 
not anyone would be willing to hear the 
story given the problems they had had both 
finding an audience as well as who they are 
as a group. 

“Image of the Invisible,” the band’s first 
single from Vheissu, has at least put to rest the 
band’s struggles with having a hit single. The 
release, which has gotten a lot of radio airplay 
already, is definitely similar to something you 
would hear from a group like Rise Against or 
Unwritten Law, but there is something crisper 
thatmakes the release stand out and prevents 


__ it from being shoved aside and labeled as just 
more of the same from a market saturated 


with “screamo.” 

Thrice is also likely to get traction 
from songs like “The Earth Will Shake,” 
a much harder sampling from the band, 
allowing more for things like guitar solos 
than overbearing vocals, as well as the song, 
“Red Sky,” which is a moving and somber

ballad that does not alter anything from the 
band’s aggressive sound. Trying to compare 
or describe the song anymore would do the 
song, an injustice, and as hard as it may be 
to visualize, the result is something truly 
beautiful and is the feather in Vheissu’s cap. 

After listening to the release several 
times, you will find yourself wanting to 
hear more, which seems to put an end to the 
band’s second problem: fears of being able to 
find peace as a group with their sound. 

Already, the band has been on this year’s 
Warped Tour and has gotten glowing reviews 
from magazines like Kerrang! and the College 
Music Journal, and while there is not much 
more to say that has not been said or will not 
be said when the album hits shelves, it still 
bears repeating that Vheissu is a diamond in 
the rough of this season’s releases. Maybe 
even when all the dust is settled, Vheissu will 
be looked at as one of the best releases of the 
year, and if it is, you certainly will not hear 
any complaints from this reviewer.

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Millenium takes a stab at Clockwork

Deep philosophy and strong sexual / 
violent content vie for the forefront of 
the cult-classic-turned-play A Clockwork 
Orange. Originally a book by Anthony 
Burgess, Clockwork went on to be a 
classic Stanley Kubrick film and Burgess 
“eventually penned the play. 

| All three versions follow the sadistic 
adventures of the immoral Alex, a teenage 
criminal who goes around town with 
his friends, raping women and beating 
innocent bystanders in despotian future 
Europe. 

The disturbed young men speak in 
a dialect known in the book and play 
as nadsat, a Russian, English, American 
slang, gypsy and Jacobean prose hybrid. 
Alex is eventually put in jail and then 
“cured” of his evil by a new procedure 
that makes people have extremely painful 
reactions to their own bad behavior. The 
second act of the play mostly follows 
what happens to him after this treatment. 

It’s an unenviable task taking 
a beloved book and a movie classic 
to the stage, but the people of Baby D 
Productions and The Millennium Theater 
give it a good try. 

They set the stage well by having 
very fitting music before the show and 
between scenes; the music reflects the 
show’s inherent contradictory feel of both 
obscene and poetic. The set has a stylish 
sense to it and is utilized well, and the 
same can be said of the costumes. 

The scene changes drag and disrupt 
what should be a rapid pace, at times 


disengaging me from the show. Yet the 
timing seemed to be ight on the beat 
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scenes out to the audience. 

The technical difficulties are easy to 
overlook, but the snags in the acting are 
what hurt parts of the show. Some of 
the: background characters act just like 
background characters. During some of 
the scenes it feels like they’re more part 
of the scenery than the actual scene. At 
other times, actions seemed pushed. In 
fact, throughout the first act the energy 
just didn’t seem as high as it should. 

Aaron Wilhoft plays Alex’s blasé 
treatment of the non-primal aspects of life 
a little too extreme and ends up feeling 
flat a lot. Throughout most of the first 
act, Wilhoft seems to lack McDowell's 
seductive, charming cruelness and impish 
energy. It isn’t until the second act, when 
Alex is forced to deal with a wider band 
of emotions that we get treated to Wilhoft 
flexing his acting muscle. It is in the 
second act that Wilhoft really pulls you 
into who Alex is and even makes you feel 
sympathy for this vial character, a truly 
impressive feat. 

Some of the smaller characters end 
up giving the best performances. John P. 
Hatcher is truly disturbing as Dr. Brodsky, 
one of the doctors who help to “cure” 
Alex by showing Alex disturbing films 
while giving him nausea-inducing drugs. 
The moments when Brodksy is describing 
the horrendous content of the films to the 
audience, you almost feel dirty. Hatcher 
brings a palpably filthy vibe to the scenes, 
making you feel like your watching 
someone enjoying a pornographic film 
instead of footage from a concentration 
camp.

Last week was busy for the UNO 
hockey team playing a scrimmage and 
three games in six days at the Qwest 
Center. And the Mavericks were perfect. 

UNO started the week off Sunday 
with the Red vs. White Scrimmage. 
The next night they hosted Manitoba 
in an exhibition game, putting up a 
7-0 shutout. Although the win was 
impressive the Mavericks knew they 
had a tough weekend ahead. of them 
in the form of the Mutual of Omaha 
Maverick Stampede. 

The Mavs defeated Army 3-2 for 
the first time in school history in an 
exciting round one Friday. On Saturday 
night UNO shocked No. 8 New 
Hampshire with a 5-3 win, clenching 
the team’s second consecutive Stampede 
Championship. 

In Monday’s’~ exhibition the 
Mavericks defeated an injury-depleted 
Manitoba. Only 18 Bison were healthy 
enough to suit up for the game. 

The Mavericks took the lead 
seven minutes and six seconds into 
the first stanza when freshman Adam 
Bartholomay scored off assists from 
Brandon Scero and Juha Uotila. Phil 
Angell extended the lead to 2-0 at the 
13:02 mark on a power play goal from 
the slot.

The Huskies are 
ranked fourth nationally and are one of the 
best defenses in the conference, ranking 
seventh nationally in total defense, allowing 
237.4 yards per game. The Huskies defense 
held South Dakota’s high-octane offense to 


a season-low 17 points. St. Cloud State has 


held seven out of its eight opponents this 
season below 21 points, including six under 


_ 18. The Huskies only loss came at the hands 


of North Dakota. St. Cloud State currently 


_ has four consecutive winning seasons under 
its belt. 
South 
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direction now that South 
Dakota has a chance for 
another nine-win season since 
he took over in 2004. Before 
Meiekort became head coach 
of South Dakota the team had 
three straight losing seasons. 
The Coyotes offense continues 
to click on all cylinders, as they 
lead the nation in total offense, 
averaging 613.3 yards per 
game. South Dakota has scored 
over 43 points in six of its last 
eight games and over 55 in four 
so far this season. Watch out 
for the Coyotes, because a win over North 
Dakota in the season finale could put this 
team in position to claim a share of the NCC 
title, which would be its first since 1978. 

Minnesota-Duluth (6-2, 2-1) 

If you made a list of teams in the NCC 
that made big improvements from 2004, 
the Bulldogs would have to be mentioned. 
This team was far under the radar at the 
beginning of the season, with no support 
from the polls. Minnesota-Duluth went 


. from posting a 4-7 record last season to 


a winning record and a No, 5 national 
ranking in only its second year in the NCC. 
The Bulldogs were on a four-game win 
streak until North Dakota put a halt to it 
with a 33-10 win last Saturday. 

Nebraska-Omaha (5-2, 1-2) 

What a difference three weeks can do 
to a teams’ season. The Mavericks were 
ranked as high as No. 4 nationally at the 
beginning of October and now UNO is 
struggling to maintain a winning record 
in conference play. The other half of the 
preseason favorites to win the NCC and 


likely surrender the title to North Dakota at 
the end of the regular season. The Mavericks 
are currently ranked No. 8 nationally, UNO 
will have to win out if the team wants a 
spot in the Division II playoffs, but with 
a key match-up against St. Cloud State 
this weekend and a gridiron road battle at 
North Dakota next week, the Mavericks 
will have to play to their full potential. 

Minnesota State, Mankato (2-6, 0-3) 

The purple Mavericks are one of 
two NCC teams who have yet to earn 
a conference victory. The team snapped 
a five-game losing streak with a win 
over non-conference foe Upper lowa last 
Saturday, but is still on a three-game losing 
streak in NCC play. With three games left 
including North Dakota and road matches 
at Augustana and UNO, it’s possible that 
Minnesota State, Mankato could go winless 
in conference play for the second time in 
three years. 

Augustana (3-5, 0-4) 

The Vikings have yet to win a NCC 
game. Augustana has the worst offense 
and defense in the conference and will 
likely go winless in conference play for the 
second consecutive season. The Vikings last 
conference victory was at Minnesota State, 
Mankato in 2003 and the team hasn’t had a 
winning season since 2002.

David Herbster sits in his office 
surrounded by pictures. 

Pictures of great moments in Maverick 
athletic history and pictures of his three 
daughters and his wife sit on his desk and 
hang on the walls. He leans back in his chair 
and reflects on the path that brought him 
to this office as a wistful grin washes over 
his face like he’s got the greatest job in the 
world. He jokingly says, “I think I took a 
wrong turn somewhere.” 

Herbster, UNO’s athletic director, earned 
his bachelor’s degree in marketing from 
Virginia Tech in 1991, while also serving 
as the captain for the Hokies baSketball 
team. He went on to work with the Hokies 
athletic department while he worked on his 
master’s degree. | 

“Il enjoyed athletics so much...that I 
wanted to continue my business background 
in athletics,” Herbster said. “I started off as 
the guy that threw t-shirts into the stands.” 

His time at Virginia Tech also helped 
him understand that college athletics is a 
business. Playing Division I basketball also 
helped prepare Herbster for the ups and 
downs in life. 

“I think the pressure that you feel 
when you're playing in front of 20,000 
people prepares you to deal with life in 
all situations,” he said. “On the basketball 
court I’ve seen some awfully big highs and 
awfully big lows. I’ve been beat by 55 points; 
I've beaten people by 55 points. I’ve dunked 
on people, I’ve been dunked on. I’ve had 
shots blocked and I’ve blocked shots into 
the stands.”

leads the nation in passing efficiency, with 
a 254.7 rating and ranks fourth nationally 
in total offense, averaging 320.6 yards per 
game. He is the only NCC quarterback 
who has thrown over 2,000 yards so 
far this season and has 27 touchdown 
passes. Running back Stefan Logan leads 
the NCC in rushing with 1,218 yards and 
averages nearly eight yards per carry. 
Derek Gearman and Brooks Little have 
combined for 71 receptions, 1,450 yards 
and 16 touchdowns so far this season. 

What’s wrong with Nebraska- 
Omaha? 

The Maverick’s defense! UNO has 
struggled all season to stop opponents, 
especially against the pass. The Mavericks 
are dead last in the NCC in total and 
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pass defense. UNO is giving up 286.9 
yards per game through the air and 375.4 
total yards for 24 touchdowns so far this 
season. The 59 points that South Dakota 
put on UNO’s defense will give Maverick 
coaches, players and fans nightmares for 
the rest of the season. First-year defensive 
coordinator Brad McCaslin might have 
a few grey hairs after the season is over 
with. 

Can North Dakota finish the regular 
season undefeated? 

Yes! The Fighting Sioux have three 
games remaining on its schedule, with 
a road match at Minnesota State, UNO 
at home and the season finale at South 
Dakota. North Dakota will manhandle 
Minnesota State this weekend, and have 
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won the past four meetings against the 
Coyotes. But the game with UNO will 
be one to watch, since the Mavericks 
have won four of the past five meetings 
overall. But North Dakota is on a 23- 
home game win streak, which is also a 
school record. 

Think about it? 

Which team from the NCC would 
represent the conference in the most 
competitive way in the post season? If 
North Dakota wins out and advances 
to the NCAA Division II playoffs, which 
start November 12; the Fighting Sioux 
can probably go the whole nine rounds 
with the best of them. This team made it 
all the way to the semifinals in 2004.
